Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 2, 9-15, and 17-21 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance. 
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Regarding claim 2, prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a solid-state image pickup 
device including wherein a signal output line for outputting an amplified signal is connected to a 
control terminal of a reset transistor for controlling said reset transistor, in combination with all 
the limitations in the claim. Claims 9-15 are allowed by virtue of their dependency. 

Regarding claim 17, prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a solid-state image pickup 
device including a signal output line, for outputting an amplified signal, connected to a control 
terminal of a transfer transistor of an adjoining unit cell, in combination with all the limitations 
in the claim. Claims 18-21 are allowed by virtue of their dependency.
